SWIFTS PRODUCE REvFeW 

Movement of liv<e jXHiltry has 

beeu heavier than !i;:ual for this 
time of the year and as the de- 
mand for dress«Kl poultry lias 
f.-dlen olT to some ejrtent, prices 
have worked to a lower level. It 
is the opinion of some of the 
trade that prices for jxailtry dur- 
ing the past few 3 ears have been 
higher relatively than for other 
kinds of meat, and for that rea- 
sf)n. some are predicting lower 
values for all kinds of poultry 
for the entire season. 

The quality i»f cg.q- being 
shipped at the present time is 
somewhat better than a week 
or two ago, on accoiuit of more 
favorable weather. The sun]>ly 
arriving at consumirg market- 
is still greater than the demand, 
and surplus stock-; are .going to 
storage. Indications point to an 
extremely large surplus in stf>r- 
age July 1 over the same period 
last year, and the trade gcneriilly 
looks for reasonable values to 
continue throughout the remain- 
der of the year. 

Butter production is showing 
further decrease- on account of 
pasturage conditions, but as 
there uere heavy rains through- 
rut a large portion of the pro- 
ducing territory last week, ttie 
decrease from now on should be 
more gradual. The demand con- 
tinues good for bntlcr for con- 
suming purposes and for storage.

LexTn^on, Ky., Juiy 10— Un- 
■ 'er favorable moisture condi- 
tions, the summer seeding of al- 
falfa is best done in Kentucky 
from August 10 to 20, according 
to George Roberts, head of the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. When seeded at 
this time of the year, the crop 
usually follows v.heat, oats, rye, 
early potatoes or other crop that 
comes of? early. Farmers who 
expect to seed alfalfa this sum- 
mer should prepare the ground 
for it as early as possible, Mr. 
Roberts says. 

"Th^ ground should be broken 
.six or seven inches deep and 
worked down to a well pulveriz- 
ed, firm condition. It usually is 
a good plkn to precede the break- 
ing by disking. At this time of 
the year it is also usally advis- 
able to drag or harrow each 
day's breaking in order to pul- 
verize the clods before they dry 
out. The soil should be harrow- 
ed after rains in order to con- 
serve moisture. It also is desir-j 
able to harrow whenever young 
weeds or grasses appear since 
alfalfa does not thrive in their 
presence. 

"If the ground is to limed it 
is a good plan to puit the materi-

al on as sorin as the ground is 
brokc-n so that siibse(inent l>rep- 
aration will hel]) distribute it 
through the soil. Unless the soil 
is known to be naturally supplied 
with lime, this material should 
];e applied at the rate r^f three or 
four tons of grountl limestone an 
acre of one-half this amount of 
burned lime. 

"In all ix'irts of the state out- 
ride of tlie central bluegrass re- 
gion it is de-irable to apply from 
fotir to live hundred jiounds of 
acid ])hosj)hate an acre. This 
may be done any titne after the 
limestone i. applied and previous 
to seeding and should be har- 
rowed into the soil. 

"Just before seeding, it is a 
good ])ract!ce to harrow and roll 
the ground. The seed should not 
be covered any deeper than is 
necessary to get it in contact 
with moist soils and in no case 
deeper thari one and one-half 
inches. If it turns dry after 
seeding, rolling may help. The 
suG'-surface type of roller is best 
for this purpose."
